5 Die in U.S. Plane 
Crash in Saitama 


By The Associated Press 

A US. Air Force weather rec- 
onnaissance plane carrying 11 
men hurtled into a densely tim- 
bered forest slope near Hanno, 
Saitama Prefecture, Friday 
night. Police said five persons 
were killed. 


Four bodies of crewmen were 
dragged from the flaming wreck- 
age and a Japanese farmer was 
fatally crushed by a tree felled 
in the crash, police said. 


Two other injured crewmen, 
extent of their injuries un- 
determined, were flown by heli- 
copter to Johnson Air Base hos- 
pital. An Air Force spokesman 
said he knew of no other sur- 
vivors, but exact fate of the re- 
maining five flyers was not im-

Suma- 
tra’ in general, and = north 
Sumatra in particular, is noted 
for its warring tribes and for 
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vendettas, feuds and bitter hat- 
reds lasting from generation to 
generation. 

Gintings is a member of the 
Karo Batak tribe, who are to a 
‘large extent worshipers of stone 
idols. Simbolon is a Toba 
Batak, a Christian tribe, and 
there is a bitter blood feud be- 
tween the two tribes. 

Gintings was reported to be 
supported by two regiments 
whose members are mostly from 
his tribe or its allies. Simbolon 
was believed to have the sup- 
port of a regiment in Tapanuli 
regency, 20 miles southeast of 
Medan, 

Simbolon was believed to have 
léft for Tapanuli, his birthplace. 

Travelers returning from Me- 
dan said civil war could break 
out there any minute.

The British Medical Guild, 
which is the trade union of the 
medical association, has been 
fighting for a raise in pay from 
an average of 2,200 pounds 
sterling ($6,160) annually to 
about 2,700 pounds ($7,580).

LONDON, Dec. 28 (Kyodo-UP) 
—Chief Minister Tengku Abdul 
Rahman headed the Malayan 
delegation which resumed talks 
at the Colonial Office Friday 
on the details of a defense 
treaty to be made with Britain 
next year when Malaya becomes 
independent.

The wife of a Princeton-educat- 
ed nobleman complained bitter- 
ly Friday that her husband died 
in Russian captivity because 
the Japanese Government put 
territory ahead of human life. 


It was a sadly-worded denun- 
ciation by Mrs. Masako Konoye, 
wife of Fumitaka (Butch) Kono- 
ve who died in a Soviet prison 
camp just a month and a half 
before he would have been 
freed. 


Konoye, son of the late Prime 
Minister Prince Fumimaro 
Konoye, was captain of the 
Princeton golf team before he 
left school in the late 1930’s and 
returned home. 

His relics were returned to 
Japan Wednesday with the 1,025 
Japanese repatriated from Rus- 
sia after more than 11 years’ 
imprisonment. 

“The heartfelt wish of the kin 
of detainees was not heeded by 
the authorities concerned,” Mrs. 
Konoye wrote in the Sankei 
Weekly magazine. 

“Although we gave ont our 
tearful cry of ‘return our kin be- 
fore territory,’ we were scolded 
for making the demand at the 
expense of territory. They said

The Flyer’s will probably go 
ahead with Simpson calling the 
signals.

Simpson, though hardly pub- 
licized, has one of the most im- 
pressive records of any quarter- 
back in the Far East.

French Fears 


However, French authorities

the Asian market. It was noted 
in this respect that German pro- 
ducers have placed more than 
30 million dollars worth of 
equipment goods in Japan. 

The question is whether 
France is able to compete with 
Japan economically. The pres- 
‘ent price of French manufac- 


tured products indicates the 
contrary. ; 
Therefore present negotia- 


tions will be carried on very 
cautiously. It was learned that 
any agreement for. a large ex- 
change of manufactured pro- 
ducts would only be accepted 
by France on trial, and includ- 
ing, for example, clauses of ter- 
mination with three months’ 
notice. 

If the French market was 
captured by Japanese industrial- 
ists without a similar improve- 
ment of the French position in 
Japan, it would be very difficult 
to return to a more restrictive 
policy. 

Risk Envisaged 

Such a reversal of policy on 
the part of France would run 
the risk of being regarded in 
Tokyo as abandonment of the 
friendly policy practised by 
both countries- since the last 
war. . 

In the face of this risk, there 
is a temptation to leave the 
matier at the status quo, with 
its umilateral credit which 
leaves France in the comfort- 
able position of having a credit

Flaws Seen in Marketing : 


Japanese China in U.S. 


By SHELDON WESSON 


Despite the close watch main- 
tained by the ceramics export- 
ing industry and by the Japa- 
nese Government over check 
prices, there has been a lot of 
off-priced Japanese china din- 
nerware floating around the 
American market during this 
Christmas season. 


Importers and retailers alike 
are watching anxiously to see 
how prices run on Japanese 
wares at the Pittsburgh show 
in January. 


What distresses importers 
most about the “footballing” of 
Japanese wares is that it is en- 
tirely unnecessary. The Amer- 
ican market for Japanese china- 
ware is enjoying an unprece- 
dented boom, not because of the 
off-prices but. because here is a 
demand for the goods. Why, the 
retailers ask, should the retail 
market .be getting depression 
prices in a boom year 


The trouble with this situa- 
tion is that once retailers be- 
come accustomed to off-priced 
goods, they fight like mad 
against a return to what the 
American distributors consider 
normal! prices. 


A case was cited in the New 
York market of three different 
stores offering the same Japa- 
nese set: One at $49.95, one at 
$44.95 and one at $39.95. 


Part of the price disparity lies 
with stores which buy direct in 
Japan. But the importers’ com- 
plaint is that these stores are 
cutting their own throats, along 
with the throats of the importer- 
distributors, by subtracting the 
eliminated middleman’s profit 
from the retail price down to 
the last penny. It would work 
out better for all concerned, they 
argue, for the retailer to take

The importer cannot. under- 
stand why the retailer will go 
to the trouble of buying direct, 
and then not profiting any more 
than if he bought through an 
importer. 


One answer is, of course, that 
the retail business is so com- 
petitive in the States that in- 
creased turnover and increased 
customer-traffic in the depart- 
ment are in themselves advan- 
tages, when lower prices for 
standard-quality merchandise 
are advertised. 


The most disturbing factor 
in the field is the general mer- 
chandise importer who is tak- 
ing a fiyer in chinaware. This 
story is familiar to the point of 
boredom: Man with money 
skips from blouses to sweaters, 
to socks to china to salad bowls 
—whatever item someone tells 
him is hot at the moment. 


And china dinner sets have 


been enjoying a_ record-break- 
ing year in 1956, This has at- 
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tracted a number of speculators, 
it is reported, who have been 
stuck with unsaleable patterns 
and have dumped them on the 
American market. Trouble is 
that the cheap prices at which 
these goods are. offered (or 
which are offered*in connection 
with inventory liquidatio# or 
closeouts) tend to depress the 
rest of the market, too. 


This situation is of interest 
not only to the chinaware indus- 
try here, but to the export trade 
as a whole. It demonstrates 
again a principle that has as- 
serted itself ever more strongly 
in recent months: It isn’t how 
much you sell to the States, it’s 
how the goods are merchandis- 
ed in the American market that 
really counts,

Two Local Airlines 
Initial Merger Deal 


Two air lines specializing in 
local air service have agreed to 
merge into one company in 
order to expand their activities. 

A contract for the merger was 
initialed Friday afternoon by 
Shoichi Mitoro, president of the 
Japan Helicopter Transporta- 
tion Company, and Wataro 
Kanno, president of the Kyokuto 
Koku Kaisha at the head office 
of the Japan Air Lines, Maru- 
nouchi. 

The merger had been recom- 
mended by former Transporta-

1. The JHTC, capitalized at/| 
¥300,000,000, and the KKK, 
Capitalized at ¥260,000,000, will 
merge on an equal ratio. 

2. Employes of the two com- 

panies will be absorbed by the 
new company. 
3. Operation of planes owned 
by the two companies will be 
coordinated as much as possible 
in the future and the lines will 
make adjustments where serv- 
ices are duplicated. 

The JHTC owns 12 planes, in- 
cluding three helicopters, while 
the KKK is operating eight 
planes, including one Douglas 
DC-3. 

The name of the new com- 
pany has not yet been decided.

Gov't Favors 
Non-Import 
Of Surpluses 


The Government reportedly 
favors suspending in fiscal 1957 
imports of American farm sur- 
pluses started two years ago. 

The majority of Cabinet Min- 
isters, according to Minister of 
International Trade and Indus- 
try Mikio Mizuta, supported the 
move at a regular session. Fri- 
day morning. 

The suspension of surplus im- 
ports, however, would apply 
only to next year and would not 
permanently affect the buying 
of U.S. farm surpluses. 

The Government is expected 
to make a formal decision on 
the issue shortly after referring 
the matter to other offices, in- 
cluding the Foreign Office, Fi- 
nance Ministry and the Econo- 
mic Planning Board. 

Reasons for the proposed 
suspension of farm produce im- 
ports are: 

1. Government authorities im- 
ported farm surpluses because 
this enabled them to. secure 
funds for developing agriculture 
and power resources. In fiscal 
1957, however, such funds will 
be available through budget 
handling. 

2. Ichio Kono, former Min- 
ister of Agriculture and Fores- 
try and chief exponent of the 
imports, is no longer a member 
of the Cabinet. 

3. There is little fear that 
suspension of imports would ad- 
versely affect Japan’s relations 
with the United States. 

4. The suspension will enable 
Japan to resume and conclude 
favorably the recessed trade 
talks with Australia, which bog- 
ged down because Japan refus- 
ed to import Australian wheat. 

Meanwhile, Foreign Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi said the con- 
tinuous bumper crop in Japan 
has enabled this country to re- 
examine the Government’s policy 
on the import of, such sur- 
pluses. 

Such imports, however, may 
not be stopped entirely because 
counterpart funds are needed 
to support agricultural and elect- 
rie development programs, he 
said.

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Silk Shows 
Arranged 
In America 


NEW YORK, Dec. 28 (AP)— 
Four Japanese industry leaders 
said’ Thursday silk fabric ex- 
ports to the United States are 
increasing steadily and next 
year should total around $15 
million, or 28 million square 
yards. : 

They said this compares with 
about $8.5 million worth in 1955 
and an estimated $13 million 
this year. The Japanese, at a 
neWs conference here, said they 
did not think the 1957 business 
would come up to a “hopeful 
Government estimate” of $19.5 
million. 


Two Shows 

The four are here preparing 
for the second Japan Silk Ex- 
hibition at New York’s Japan 
Trade Center, Jan. 14-24, and 
another show at the Ambas 
sador Hotel, Los Angeles, Calif., 
Feb. 15-22. 

The men are Hachizo Yagi, 
manager of the Yokohama office 
of the Sankyo Seiko Co.; Kosei 
Nakazawa, managing director of 
the Kamei Co., Yokohama, and 
chairman of the operating com- 
mittee of the silk products ex- 
ports promotion organization; 
Hideo Fujisawa, managing direc- 
tor of the Fujisawa Co., Yoko- 
hama, and Isamu Matsuba of the 
Japan Silk and Synthetic Tex- 
tiles Association, Osaka. 

The purpose of the shows, 
they, said, was to make “young 
Americans more silk conscious” 
so that the fabric would gain 
in- popularity. 

Special Collection 

To make the shows attractive, 
about 80 exhibits are being ar- 
ranged to show “the finest col- 
lection of silk fabrics ever as- 
sembled in the world,” valued 
at about $500,000. 

Two dolls dating back to 1675 
and said to be worth $10,000 will 
also be shown. One doll, named 
Musume Dohjoji, represents a 
girl who loves a temple priest. 
The other, Fuji Musume, re- 
portediy was inspired by an 
“otsuge” dancing girl. Both are 
gowned in antique silk. With 
the dolls will come a traditional 
hand-painted gold screen, valued 
at $2,000. 


Keeping to Silk 

According to the Japanese 
visitors, who represent the 
Japan Silk and Synthetic Tex- 
tiles Exporters Association and 
the Japan Textile Products Ex- 
porters’ Association, a big effort 
is now being make to keep the 
weavers of silk from turning 
to other fabrics such as ray- 
ons. But some, they said, are 
making the change “since com- 
petition is so keen.” | 

Yagi, spokesman for the 
group, said that while America 
is “our big customer,” France, 
Switzerland, Italy, England and 
India are important buyers of 
silk. Japan produces 75 per 
ne ay of the world’s supply of 
silk, 

He said he saw no “possible 
harm” to American domestic 
fabrics from silk “which is 
wholly unrelated to your domes- 
tic cotton.” Of Japan’s 1955 
world exports of silk, the U.S. 
bought 15,364,258 vards and of 
this 7,841,586 yards were of 
habutae cloth and 2,066,922 of 
Fuji. For the first nine months 
of this vear, the world market 
purchased 29,168,015 vards, of 
which 16,173,306 yards went to 
America including 7,735,612 
yards of habutae and 1,779,911 
of fuji. Habutae and fuji were 
two of 14 fabrics exported. 


Popularity Expected 

The silk industry officials said 
they expected a “gradual but 
steady” increase in the popular- 
ity of silk with at least half the 
market “staying with the United 
States.” Of some 40 million 
square yards of silk cloth Japan 
exported in 1956, they said, 23 
million went to the U.S. Total 
production came to about 144 
million with the remainder us- 
ed in Japan’s domestic market. 
They predicted for 1957 Ameri- 
can use “of 28 million* square 
yards. 

Helping the market, Yagi said, 
Was the stablized price of raw 
siik, now pegged at about $4.15 
a pound compared with the 
former fluctuating prices that 
went as high as $5.60. He saw

Japan’s Prosperity Seen 


Continuing Into 1957 


International Trade and In- 
dustry Ministry sources predict 
that the present business pros- 
perity will continue into the 
coming year with a background 
of brisk exports and increased 
investment, reports Kyodo. 


The sources, however, warned 
against any unconditional optim- 
ism over the future price prob- 
lem since Japan’s production 
was doomed to pressure from 
the present bottheneck in elec- 
tricity, transportation power and 
iron and steel as well as short 
supply of coal and oil. 

Views of the sources on the 
coming year’s business situation 
boil down as follows: 

1. International business sit- 
uation. 

American economy will re- 
main on a high level next year. 

Production in West European 
countries, especially Britain, 
shows a tendency to shrink 
mainly due to the shortage of 
petroleum caused by the Suez 
Canal dispute, giving rise to a 
pessimistic outlook on its inter- 
national account. 

Because of this, Japan's ex- 
ports to Southeast Asia for the 
first half of the coming year are 
expected to increase to some ex- 
tent. 

2. Japan’s foreign trade for 
fiscal 1957. 

Japan’s exports for fiscal 1957 
will increase to $2,770 million 
from $2,480 million for the cur- 
rent fiscal year. | 

As an ample supply of plant, 
other than shipping, iron and 
steel goods and  nonfefrous 
metals cannot be _ expected, 
Japan’s export will center 


- *laround chemical fibers, chemical 


fertilizers, and sundry goods. 

Japan’s exports to Communist 
China for the coming fiscal year 
will increase to more than $80 
million from $57 million for the 
current fiscal year. Those to 
Canada and the United States 
are also expected to rise favor- 
ably. 

The possibility of Japan’s ex- 
ports to Southeast Asia shrink- 
ing due to reduced import of 
rice from this area will be 


avoided because of the Suez 
Canal dispute. 

Japan's import of industrial 

raw materials and consumer 

will remain on a hign 
level in the light of Japan's 
necessity of expanding the na- 
tion's economy, compelling for- 
eign exchange payments by 
this country to soar to $3,200 
million or more during the 
coming fiscal year... 

On the other hand, Japan’s 
payments for invisible trade for 
the fiscal year will increase due 
to the rise in freightage. 

Thus, the international ac- 
count for fiscal 1957 can only 
make both ends meet at best 
and it is generally expected to 
leave some $100 million in the 

3. Investment in equipment. 

Investment in equipment for 
fiscal 1957 will show a 10 per 
cent hike over the current fiscal 
year. 

Big investments which will be 
¥100,000 million higher than 
this fiscal year are to be in- 
vested in the power and steel 
industries during the coming 
year to remove the present 
shortage of steel and power. 

Equipment expansion projects 
are under way by the nation’s 
machine, petrochemical and ace- 
tate industries for the coming 
fiscal year, but investment in 
equipment by the pulp, textile, 
cotton spinning and rayon in- 
dustries will decrease. 

4. Production. 

Production for the coming 
fiscal year will rise by some 15.6 

er cent over this fiscal year. 

he percentage figure, however, 
is smaller than 22 per cent for 
the current fiscal year. 

5. Prices. 

"Prices of producer and con- 
sumer goods may become some- 
what steady in the coming fiscal 
year, but the basic economic 
trend will be healthy. There 
will be no fear of inflationary 
price advances as a whole since 
a trend of overproduction is ap- 
pearing in some sections of in- 
dustry as result of this year's 
investment in equipment,

ectual circles. Several

in flat repudiation of the inhuman Communist system that 


they had formerly allied themselves to. 


Others, not yet 


over the shock, have at least had\their faith shaken. 
The reaction of intellectuals in\Japan has been slow to 


progress beyondi the shock stage. 


And now that the situa- 


tion in Hungary has, as it may be said, settled down into 
a colorless day-by-day struggle, the chances of more de- 
fections by disillusioned leftists seem diminished. That 
is, without fresh shocks there is a tendency to think of 
the earlier reports from Hungary as just a bad dream. 

Yet, while condemnations of Russian conduct in Hun- 
gary have been relatively rare from prominent leftists 
in this country, this may be only a superficial measure of 


the effect. 


What of the rank and file who have looked 


to these individuals for leadership? | 

There are several indications that the student popula- 
tion has not waited for direction on the Hungarian issue. 
Most young people have decided for themselves that there 
is ne way of justifying the Soviet record in the indomitable 
little satellite and that the Hungarians’ fight represents

Associations, which is the focus of Communist strength 
on the campuses, shows signs of splitting. When the federa- 
tion protested the British-French action in Egypt but kept 


silent on Hungary, one 
withdrew.

in Keio University, a survey showed 89 per cent of 


the students unequivocally critical of the Russians, 


Spon- 


taneous exhibitions—in resolutions and campaigns for Hun- 
garian relief—of the same sentiment have been popular in 


schools throughout Japan. 
The argument put up by 


the diehard Soviet apologists 


is that all the news we have of Hungary comes from West- 


ern sourees and cannot be trusted. 


Yet somehow they 


cannot muster the necessary evidence to repudiate this 
mass of Western information. Their only hope is that the 
news will stop and people forget what has happened. 


But can they forget? 


These are certainly not normal 


times for the Communists, who are finding the pressure 


of truth too much. 


Our Unfortunate Children 


Raising a child from infanthood to maturity is perhaps 
the most hazardous undertaking given to mankind. The 
survival of the species can be attr outed to that instinct 
which makes parents perform feats of self-sacrifice to see 
that their offspring get a decent opportunity. 

Sometimes even that is not enough. Accident or dis- 
ease may leave a child minus the use of a limb or some 
other physical faculty, and from then on the job of prepar- 


ing him for adulthood becomes a very special one. 


It is 


frequently more than the parents are capable of. 

Then it is for the community to step in. Without gov- 
ernment or private welfare organizations, the facilities re- 
quirea to educate physically handicapped children and train 
them for productive careers would not be available to any 


but those of wealthy homes. 


It is sad for a child to suffer some permanent injury 


that sets him apart from normal children. 


But it is cruel 


when nothing is done to compensate for his handicap. 

In the past three or four years efforts to rehabilitate 
these unfortunate children have taken a spurt in Japan. 
But this work has barely begun. There are estimated to 
be 409.000 disabled children in the country, and only 1,400 
of them can be accommodated in the 19 existing institutions 


for toeir care and training. 


A lack of funds is, of course, the principal thing holding 
back the necessary expansion of these facilities. But is this 


a propel excuse? 


Even the poorest nation is to be judged 


for the way it takes care of its physically handicapped 
chitdren on humanitarian rather than economic grounds. 
In other words, we must make whatever sacrifices are re- 
auired to fulfill this obligation. 


1956 in Retrospect 


Domestic and International Political Events Make Year Epochal 


The eventful year 1956 has 
been one of the most important 
postwar years for Javan in 
terms of domestic happenings 
and international relations. 

Both accomplishments and 
shortcomings, and desirable and 
undesirable events marked the 
12 months. 

Internationally, one of the 
most salient topics of the year 
was the restoration of diploma- 
tic relations on Dec. 21 between 
Japan and the Soviet Union 
after more than 11 years of 
technical state of war. 

As a consequence, what Mos- 
cow claims is the last of Japa- 
nese repatriates returned home 
this week just in time for a 
veritably happy New Year for 
them, 

Closely related to and prob- 
ably more momentous than the 
normalization of .USSR-Japan 
ties was Japan’s joining the 
United Nations as its 80th mem- 
ber. It was realized after years 
of frustration as the result of 
Moscow’s concession to favor 
Japan’s entry to the world or- 
ganization. 

Marks Epoch 

The Rising Sun flag at the 
U.N. headquarters signifies an 
epoch of historic importance. 
For the first time in 23 years 
since Japan in the midst of her 
Manchurian adventure withdrew 
from the League of Nations, 
whereby alienating herself from 
the family of nations. 

Japan made a definite step 
toward fulfilling her internation- 
al obligations also during this 
year. A Japan-Philippines rep- 
arations treaty was signed in 
May after four years of often 
deadlocked negotiations. Under 
its terms, Japan is to expatiate 
for the havoc she had wrought 
in the Philippines by paying 
$550,000,000 in reparations over 
a period of 20 years and offer- 
ing a $250,000,000 private-source 
loan on a commercial basis. 

With the United States, her 
closest neighbor, Japan’s rela- 

ns have been more complex 
e controversial. 

There were both positive and 
negative aspects to the relation- 
ship, and it may be said, there 
was more to the latter. 

The year began with a hot 
issue—the H-bomb tests by the 
U.S. Government in the South 
Pacific. The entire nation “be- 
sought” in unison that the tests 
be stopped. Both Houses of 
the Diet passed a resolution to 
present a formal demand to the 
U.S. Government to the same 
effect. | 

Unhappy Issue 

Yet, 
out in the spring and their ef- 
fects, which were literally felt 
in Japan on the seismoagraph, 
were followed closely by an- 
other unhappy issue, 

In June, the Price Committee 
made its report to the U.S. Con- 
gress on its findings on the 
sequestering of land on Okinawa 
for military purposes. The re- 
port showed it did not heed 
at all the desires of the local 
Okinawans, and the islanders 
resorted to the last means of 
sending their delegates to their 
“homeland” to appeal for help 
to the government as well as 
to the people. 

Another issue that presented 
a problem for Japanese and U.S. 
governments was that of Japa- 


Saturday, Dec. 29 
Asahi Shimbun voiced strong 
criticism of Government offi- 
cials’ waste of taxpayers’ money 
as shown in the Audit Board’s 
report for 1955. According to 
the report, the paper said, un- 
reasonable spending of taxpay- 
ers’ money amounted to ¥6,600 
million. Before advocating a 
policy of economic expansion, 
the Ishibashi Cabinet should 
adopt a strict policy of official 
discipline.

Mainichi Shimbun deplored 
Prime Minister Ishibashi’s 
“clumsiness” in handling per- 
sonnel affairs for his Cabinet 
and the ruling Liberal-Democra- 
tic Party. Three Cabinet posts 
slated to go to Liberal-Democra- 
tic Councillors remained vacant 
for more than a week. Further- 
more, the party is still unable 
to pick up a chief policy maker 
who will play a vital role in 
compilation of fiscal 1957-58 bud- 
‘et estimates. The clumsiness 
's attributable to the Liberal- 
Democratic Party’s factional 
strife in the Upper House. The 
naper called on Ishibashi to 
teke drastic measures to wipe 
out the strife—otherwise his 
Cabinet will not be able to last 
long. 


Yomiuri Shimbun reviewed 
the world situation during the 
past vear. In the first half of 
1956 a peaceful atmosphere was 
prevailing but this situation was 
reversed in the second half, and 
the world was even threatened 
with a possibility of a major

war. In the Middle East, Brit- 
ain and France resorted to arm- 
ed force over the Suez Canal 
dispute, while in Eastern Eu- 
rope the Soviet Union was bru- 
tally crushing Hungary’s anti- 
Soviet rebellion—which had 
been caused by Russia’s own 
de-Stalinization policy. Both 
crises showed that even a big 
nation will no longer be able to 
Suppress a weak nation’s na- 
tional demand, if reasonable 
and justifiable, by resorting to 
armed force. 


Chugoku Shimbun (Hiro- 
shima) took up the peace move- 
ment in Hiroshima. It is re- 
grettable that there is no record 
of the movement which started 
in postwar years. The Hiro- 
shima Municipal Government- 
compiled history of Hiroshima 
failed to mention the peace 
crusade, Therefore, it should 
be hailed that the “University 
Men’s Association” published a 
19-page pamphlet on the history 
of the peace crusade in Hiro- 
shima. On the basis of accurate 
data, the association broke down 
the movement into three stages, 
(1) A peace movement under 
the Occupation, (2) “literary 
activities” and (3) a movement 
against thydrogen and atomic 
bom. The record succeeded 
in récording how the peace 
movement developed into a 
crusade against thermonuclear 
weapons. 


Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) call- 
éd on the Ishibashi Cabinet to 
continue the Hatoyama Govern- 
ment’s policy to develop the To- 
hoku district. It is recalled that 
also the Diet was in favor of 
the Tohoku development plan. 
It passed a resolution at a Low- 
er House plenary session last 
Mav calling for measures to 
develop the district. It should 
not be difficult for the Ishibashi 


Government, advocating an eco- 
nomic expansion policy, to put 
into practice the program to 
develop the district so that the 
Tohoku district may contribute 
toward the nation’s economic 
independence, It is, however, 
problematical whether the Ishi- 
bashi Cabinet will be able to 
implement the development pol- 
icy vigorously because of its 
apparent lack of unity. 


Nihon Keizai Shimbun in its 
comment. on. the _ Socialist 
Party’s activity policy, adopted 
for the coming year at its re 
cent central executive commit- 
tee meeting, stressed it would 
be impossible ‘to deny that the 
party is “bound” by labor or- 
ganizations to a great extent. 
To attest this is the fact that la- 
bor pressure caused disturbance 
by Socialist Dietmen at the 24th 
Diet over the Education Board 
Bill as well as their movement 
against expansion of the Ta- 
chikawa Air Base into Sunaka- 
wa-machi. In the new policy 
the Socialist Party has decided 
to devote itself toward winning 
power. - If, and when, in power, 
what will be the _ Socialist 
Party’s attitude toward labor’s 
demand for more wages? It is 
feared that in that event a So- 
cialist regime may not be in a 
position to turn down unreason- 
able wage demands. 


Sankei-Jiji discussed budget 
estimates to be compiled soon 
by the Ishibashi Cabinet. With 
a revenue increase expected to 
amount to ¥150,000 million in 
fiscal 1958, it may be possible 
for the Government to take 
positive measures for economic 
expansion and reduced taxes. 
However, it will be dangerous 
for the Government to be too 
optimistic about the present 
economic situation as many dif- 
ficult economic problems, so far 
dormant, may come to the fore.

nese textile products sold on 
the U.S. market. It came to 
the fore last spring when two 
Southern States passed laws 
which were considered restric- 
tive on Japanese made textile 
goods, 

The “local” issue grew into 
a national one later this year 
when the U.S. Congress began 
holding hearings to determine 
if Japanese goods were threat- 
ening American manufacturers. 

Amicable solution of the prob- 
lems in the best interest of the 
two nations is held over for the 
year 1957. 

On Credit Side 

While most of the U.S.-Japan 
issues were on the debit side 
of the 1956 balance. sheet, there 
was at least one bright contri- 
bution to the credit side. 

Ironically enough, it came by 
accident. 

It was the firm stand taken 
by President Eisenhower on 
the eve of the Presidential elec- 
tion with regard to the three- 
Power invasion of Egypt. 

The Japanese nation which 
has good reason to be sensitive 
about the term “aggressor” re- 
acted favorably to the condem- 
nation by President Eisenhow- 
er of America’s oldest and most 
trusted allies. 

This single event was incom- 
parably more effective in creat- 
ing “pro-U.S. sentiment” here 
than any amount of material 
U.S. aid, no matter in what 
form it might be given. 

On the domestic scene, the 
year 1956 was the last half of 
the two-year Hatoyama reign 
which began on Dec. 9, 1954, 
and ended last week. 

The Hatoyama Cabinet at its 
start carried three major items 
on its platform: 1) Normaliza- 
tion of relations with the Soviet 
Union, 2) Constitutional amend- 
ment and bona fide armament, 
and 3) renovation of the ad- 
mirfistrative structure of the 
government. 


One Aim Attained 


Of the three, only the first 
item was accomplished through 
arduous but often uncertain ef- 
forts in the very last days of 
the Hatoyama regime, 

Failure on the other outstand- 


ing pledges and minor objec- 
tives was due to both the in- 
herent weakness of the disunit- 
ed conservative party on which 
the cabinet stood and the phy- 
sical frailty of the Prime Min- 
ister himself. 


As for Constitutional amend- 
ment, the Hatoyama Cabinet 
merely managed to enact a law 
to create a Constitution Study 
Council, whose members have 
not yet been appointed. 


Particularly since July when 
the Socialist and other “refor- 
mist” forces won a more-than- 
One-third plurality in the Upper 
House, making clear the impos- 
sibility of Constitutional amend- 
ment, enthusiasm over the is- 
sue seemed to have evaporated. 

A notable legislative defeat 
Suffered by the conservative 
party and the Hatoyama Cabi- 
net was the scuttling of the bill 
for creating a single-member 
constituency system. Opposi- 
tion to the planned law came 
not only from the Socialists but 
from large segments of the pub- 
lic opinion, mirrored on the edi- 
torial columns of influential 
journals. 

Controversial Bills 

Undoubtedly the hottest do- 
mestic issue of the year, it even 
added a new word, “Hatomand- 
ering,” to Japanese political jar- 
gon. 


Another hotly contested poli- 
tical issue was the Board of 
Education Bill, which made lo- 
Cal educational authorities ap- 
pointive, instead of elective. 

The obvious motivation, be- 
hind the legislation being ‘con- 
servative attempt at curbing the 
influence of the “politically 


aberrant” Japan Teachers’ 
Union on pwhblic schoo! educa- 


tion, the bill became a law only’ 


after a stormy physical objec- 
tion demonstrated by JTU- 
sponsored Socialist Dietmen, 


A landmark was established 
this year in the annals of Japa- 
nese legislation. Amid nation- 
wide debate was enacted the 
Anti-Prostitution Law, whose 
actual effect is that of discourag- 
ing vice but not of prohibiting 
prostitution per se, 


National Service in Britain 


LONDON—For a number of 
years now the subject of nation- 
al service with the armed forces 
has been a controversial issue 
in Britain. While very few peo- 
ple have doubted the necessity 
for some form of compulsory 
national service, there have 
been differences of opinion 
about how long young men 
should spend .with the forces. 
But what has been a much great- 
er controversial issue than the 
duration of service is the ques- 
tion of whether or not we make 
the best use of our young con- 
scripts when they go into the 
forces and particularly into the 
army. In other words, does the 
nation get value for its money. 
And this is an important point, 
because there are nearly 200,- 
000 national servicemen in,the 
army. Many of them have in- 
terrupted their education or 
their careers and just at a time 
when many sections of British 
industry are badly in need of 
young workers, 


Many politicians and most of 
the newspapers have been 
pounding away at this problem 
for a long time, trying to get 
a decision. A‘e these young 
soldiers kept fully employed? 
Have they a lot of waste time 
on their hands? Does the army 
absorb them into jobs for whic» 
they are best ftted? And, _an- 
other thing, is there too much 
time wasted on old fashion spit- 
and-polish? 

These are some of the prob- 
lems which have been probed 
by an investigation committee 
of three civilians who were in- 
vited by the War Office to in- 
quire into these. matters. One 
of them was the vice-president 
of one of our universities, and 
there was a prominent business 
executive, and the third mem- 
ber of the committee was a 
trade union leader. And they 
were given authority to go anv- 
where, to drop in on army units 
completely unannounced. 

By and large, the committee 
has not discovered any major 
weaknesses, but it did make 
interesting recommendations. It 
believes, for example, that too 
many soldiers are now doing 
jobs which could be done Dy 
civilians, jobs connected with 
the various supply services. 

Yet there are some army jobs 


which must be handled by sol- 
diers. And bearing in mind the 
fact that the bullé of the nation- 
al servicemen will eventually 
be returning to industry, the 
committee suggests that there 
should be closer cooperation be- 
tween the War Office, the em- 
ployers and the trade unions to 
try to achieve a greater degree 
of similarity between the same 
trades, whether they are in the 
army or in industry. 

As for military training, the 
committee draws attention to 
the fact that in wartime our 


soldiers can be trained much. 
it wonders - 


more quickly and 
why this longer period should 
be necessary in peacetime, it 
also expresses the opinion taat 
once a soldier is fully trained, it 
should be made clear to him 
that the balance of his service, 
the second year, although it 
may be as interesting as tne 
training period, the seco.ji year 
is necessary because of Britain's 
defense commitments, that dur- 
ing this period he is a fu!ly 
trained soldier ready for any 
emergency, 

And there is the question of 
spit-and-polish. This has al- 
wavs “cen, of course, a great 
point with the British Army. So 
much in fact, that it is a fa- 
vorite music hall joke nowa- 
days. Here again the commit- 
tee feels that maybe not enough 
has been dere to explain to the 
national serviceman why he 
must keep up his soldierly ap- 
pearance, when he very often 
thinks that the spit-and-polish 
really only applies. to regular 
soldiers. — . 

I think the committee puts 
its finger on one of the inher- 
ent weaknesses of national serv- 
ice in peacetime when it says 
that with few exceptions the na- 
tional serviceman regards his 
two years duty as being an in- 
fliction to be undergone rather 
than a duty to the nation. And, 
on’ the other hand, the nation 
owes a great debt to these men 
who are compelled to interrupt 
their normal peacetime lives in 
the service of the country and 
only through the public recogni- 
tion of this debt can the nation- 
al serviceman feel proud of per- 
torming his duty. (Via Radio-

Russian Moves

WASHINGTON—Ferment in 
the satellite countries round 
Russia is causing the State De- 
partment here to feel apprehen- 
sive lest Russja strikes out in 
some adventure abroad both to 
distract attention from the home 
front, and consolidate her hold 
on the slave states. 


This apprehension is leading 
to greater U.S. alertness round 
the world and to a reiteration 
of determination not to with- 
draw forces from Europe. 
Even Russia’s specious disarma- 
ment proposals which suggest 
withdrawal ,by both sides in 
Europe is being yiewed by the 
State Department as fraudulent. 


America now fully realizes 
that any withdrawal by her 
forces involves their removal 
4,000 miles or more to U.S.A. A 
Russian withdrawal of a few 
hundred miles from East Ger- 
many to Poland would fulfil her 
part of the bargain and she 
could quickly “get there fustest 
with the mostest” while Amer- 
ica would require some weeks 
to rush her troops back to 
Europe. It would be too late 
then; Russia would see to that. 


But whereas in the past ty- 
rants have sought a foreign ad- 
venture to distract their people 
from miseries at home, it is un- 
likely to be Russian policy for 
two or three valid reasons. First 
of all she dare not now strike 
and leave many divisions of 
satellite forees armed in her 
rear. She now knows they are 
unreliable and will stab in the 
back. Her first move now must 
be to disarm them; but to do 
this loses 70 divisions she was 
counting on. 


Secondly she knows ‘that as 
soon as she commences military 
aggression against any land in- 
volving American interests, 
heavy retaliation with the atom 
bomb will follow like lightning 
on a vast scale by the United 
States Air Force and she is 
powerless to deflect it round 
her vast unprotected frontiers 
and coastlines. 

Most of all she must rely on 
concentrated power in Moscow 
to control the going out and 
coming in of all people in the 
Soviet Union. An atomic bomb 
would scatter them in the cities; 
loosen the Soviet grip; enable 
any internal forees waiting to 
revolt to seize their chance: 
and by not being able to control 
the daily lives and daily move- 
ments of each individual citizen, 
her hope of holding down the 
nation is crippled, 

This does not mean there are 
such underground forces in 
Russia waiting for such an op- 
portunity to arise and throw 
off the Communist voke. In 
fact through 40 years of com- 
munism the Russians have 
shown they possess no moral 
fiber or desire for freedom to 
try and revolt. But for these 
reasons Russia is unlikely to 
risk any foreign adventure no 
matter how much the satellites 
cause her trouble. She will 
prefer to limit her hazards and 
liabilities by concentrating on 
crushing rebellion and on hold- 
ing them down. For even if the 
peoples are unreliable in war 
their territories are still valu- 
able as buffers against the West.

WASHINGTON — The word 
has already gone down that the 
President’s message on the 
State of the Union, the most 
important state paper of each 
year, is to be grave in tone and 
to have peace for its theme. 

There will be none of the eas 
boasting about peace in our time 
that recurred so often in the 
Republicans’ campaign oratory. 
Instead, the President is report- 
ed to intend underlining the 
dangers of the world situation. 
The simple but often forgotten 
truth is to be emphasized, that 
peace is not usually attained 
by mere good intentions and 
firmly worded resolutions. 

Sacrifices in the cause of 
peace are to be called for. With 
a certain ironical exaggeration, 
some of those in a position to 
Know are saying that the Pres 
ident means to offer the coun- 
try the old Churchillian diet of 
“blood, sweat and tears.” 

Thus far, the President has 
merely informed his staff of his 


broad intentions. As Elisen- 
hower speeches always evolve 
very considerably while in 


course of preparation, no one 
can tell as yet how strong the 
speech will really be. But one 
point at least is pretty clear 
already. The practical actions 
that the Administration will take 
in the cause of peace, as em- 
bodied tn next year’s budget, are 
going to represent a compro 
mise, 

It will be, you might say, a 
compromise between events and 
George Humphrey. The. Secre- 
tary of the Treasury is.not only 
the most forceful and courage 
ous member of the Elsenhower 
team. He is also in the -fortu- 
nate position of having many 
accomplices and no real oppo- 
nents among the other team 
members. When he makes his 
annual drive to balance the bu/- 
get at all costs, no leading fig- 
ures in the State Department 
or Defense Department or any 
other department really fight 
hard against him.

But in the present instance 
events have fought against him. 
Three simultaneous crises, in 
the Middle East, in Western 
Furope and in the Soviet satel- 
lite area, plus strong hints that 
the Kremlin is now returning to 
a more belligerent policy, have 
been Humphrey's real oppo 
nents.

BONN—As little as two 
months ago the majority of peo- 
ple in most countries including 
those of the Free World believ- 
ed that the foreign policies of 
the USSR were undergoing a 
radical change. Thase who 
doubted this and pointed out 
that there was insufficient evi- 
dence from which to infer such 
a modifieation were considered 
obstinate and lacking in insight. 

The cruel crushing of the 
Hungarian movement for free 
dom by Soviet tanks has demon- 
Strated to the world with a 
shocking impact that the Soviet 
Union js as determined as ever 
to use every available means of 
power to maintain its rule over 
the satellite countries. The 
USSR, in fact, regards every lib- 
eral aspiration of the captive 
nations as qa menace to its posi- 
tion of power and is prepared 
to suppress any such movement 
with utter ruthlessness. In 
Hungary, the revolution of the 
people was drowned in blood 
and tears; in Rumania any pos- 
sibility of opposition was nipped 
in the bud by disarming the 
Rumanian force; in Poland the 
Gomulka Government was in- 
structed to dismantle any con- 
structive achievements gained 
by the freedom movement in re- 
cent weeks; Bulgaria and Cze- 
choslovakia were cowed into

Notwithstanding ai! the i. 
ferences over the Suez problem 
oniy one thing remains te & 
done: To get together again 
and to proceed in commen. in 
the Atlantic area the defensive 
alliance of NATO must be 
vived lest the situation hecem 
even more threatening. It must 
be made possible to coordinate 
the policies of the NATO coun 
tries in future so that one cam 
mon policy results. The necee 
sity of standing together within 
NATO must be made clear to 
the peoples concerned. Occe 
sional meetings of Government 
representatives are not suffich 
ent. The basis of NATO must 
be broadened. Elected repre 
sentatives of the peoples cot 
cerned must be given an op 
portunity to discuss common 
NATO policies and to bring 
their influence to bear on their 
governments accordingly. 

Even before the Suez crisis 
and the Hungarian tragedy 
developed, and in view of the 
inadequacy of Western Eure 
pean Union and its parilamen- 
tary substructure, | advocated 
the creation of a consultative 
assembly of the NATO countries. 
During the recent meeting of 
250 NATO parliamentarians in 
Paris the need for such &@ par! a 
n.ent was emphasized. It was 
most gratifying to find that the 
United States was represented 
by a large and important dele 
gation. The decisions taken 
there should not remain without 
etiect, and governments should 
now be made to act. 

German public opinion is 
more and more wak ng up to 
the realization that the reunif- 
cation of Germany will have no 
chance unless the West becomes 
strong, and that events in Hun 
garv have proved the necessity 
for the German Federal Repub 
lic to raise defense forces as 
quickly as possible. 

Only a close associction of 
the Free World, resolutely pur- 
sued, and especia.iy of the 
NATO countries. can prevent 
werse things from hapnen'ng in 
the not too distant future, 
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
